GOVERNMENT WOULD 


ADVISE NEWSPAPERS 


AS TO THEIR SIZE 


Washington, Oct. 16.—Reduction in 
the size of Sunday newspapers as a 
means of conserving the news print 
supply of the country, and 
possibly 
preventing the suspension of smaller 
newspapers, was- recommended in a 
letter sent today by the federal trade 
commission to all publishers of large 
Sunday 
newspapers 
in the united 
States. The letter follows: 
"In connection with its investiga- 
tion of new print prices, the commis- 
sion has given serious consideration 
to possible means of preventing sus- 
pension of papers because of increas- 
ing scarcity and advancing prices. The 
•present situation can only be alleviat- 
ed by Increasing tbe output of reduc- 
inc-consumption. 
"The comtoission has conferred with 
a number of prominent publishers re- 
garding ways to reduce consumption 
in addition to cutting off returns, elim- 
inating wastes; etc., which many news- 
papers are reported to have done al- 
ready. 
These publishers are of the 
opinion that, there is still an oppor- 
tunity to effect considerable reduction 
in consumption by cutting down the 
size of Sunday newspapers. They feel 
the elimination of certain 
features 
would meet with public approval and 
would not decrease the revenues of 


"The paper saved by cutting down 
the size of one large Sunday edition 
several pages, win be sufficient to 
keep 'a number of smaller papers sup- 
plied for a considerable time, unless 
present supplies of paper can be In- 
creased, which does not seem prob- 
able, such unselfish action on the part 
of large city papers appears to be the 
only means that will save many of the 
smaller publishers from going out of 
business. 
"The commission asks yonr co-op- 
eration in this matter and would like 
to know your 
attitude 
toward this 
proposition.

Paris. Oct. 16.—A number of

markable instruments for measuring

efficiency of a wounded 
soldier to perform some new line of 
useful work, have been put in opera- 
tion at the,Belgian Military Institute 
at Port Billez, Prance, 
for the re- 
education of mutilated soldiers. \Vliile 
the outer world regards Belgium as 
prostrate under the iron hand of Ger- 
many, it is a striking tribute to the 
vitality of the 
country that it has 
been able to 
establish such insti- 
tutions outside of the country. 
Here at a small town between Paris 
and 
Rouen, 1,500 wounded Belgian 
soldiers, most of whom fought in the 
battle of the Yser,

In reply 
he referred to his recent statement 
before the senate committee -on inter- 
state commerce, in which he declared 
the .proposals of 
the 
four 
railroad 
brotherhoods lo be "an effort to obtain 
'largely increased pay under the false 
pretense of placing a limitation which 
has some support in popular opinion 
upon the hours daily devoted to labor, 
but without any actual purpose to dim- 
inish those hours." 
Later in this same statement, Mr. 
Loree showed that not only is this 
counterfeit; eight-hour day a contrac- 
tural fiction, but it will increase the 
cost of living of the great multitude 
of Americans who have incomes lower 
than those received by railway train- 
men,' in order to increase these higher 
incomes. 
"The 
trainmen 
have adapted for 
their demand the misleading designa- 
tion of the 'eight hour day,'" head 
said, "for the 'reason that the prin- 
ciple of the eight hour working day 
Ime been much discussed by econo- 
mists and philanthropists, and because 
it has seemed to them 
that 
under 
cover of a popular designation they 
could obtain sympathy of the public 
for increases in wages w,hjch, of them- 
selves, would not be approved. 
"The trainmen neither wish to ox- 
tend their hours 
in 
the 
numerous 
cases in' which they receive a day's 
paj^for miich less than eight hours' 
work, nor "to reduce their hours of 
service in those instances in which 
they are paid for more than a full day, 
or would' be paid for more than a full 
day if/the time for a standard 'trip' 
were limited to eight instead of ten 
hours. That is to say, they are taking 
their stand in favor of a counterfeit 
eight hour day -which, if accepted by 
the railroads, 'could 
never 
become 
more than a. contractural fiction, and 
is being pressed: only as a device to 
obtain ten hours' pay for eight hours' 
work. 


"As it has come to pass that rail- 
ways in the United States cannot now 
receive for the services which they 
perform more, in the aggregate, than 
shall meet their -expenses and taxes 
and afford a reasonable return on the 
fair valu<? of their 'property, it must 
be remembered that .the railway cor- 
porations are now, as to the sumi paid 
in wages, merely conduits through 
which moneys pass from the travel- 
ing and shipping public 'to the train 
employes. Furthermore, the shippers 
dp not themselves actually pay the 
freight rates, but'collect from the ulti- 
mate consumer. 


"It, therefore, follows that whatever 
is added to wages must 
be . added 


(first) to the sums paid to the rail- 
ways in freight rates, and "(second) 
to the prices 
of 
the 
commodities 
shipped, that is to say, to the cost of 
living of the ultimate consumers. This 
makes it apparent that, the present 
proposition is, in fact, one to increase 
the cost of living of the great multi- 
tude of Americans who ha-ce incomes 
lower than those received by railway 
trainmen in order to increase -these 
higher incomes."

miles away, sends us Its light in about 
eight minutes. 
If Aldebaran ceases 
to -exist today we will not notice the 
extinction for 
thirty years, during 
which interval we will still see bint 
shining up thers in the heavens as 
brilliantly as ever. In absolute mag- 
nitude, — i. e., real size and brilliancy 
— Aldebaran is one hundred and sixty 
times as great as the sun. 


Tlie Pleiades. 
The examples of

Jupiter, the 
greatest of-all the planets, finds him- 
self in the constellation Aries, to the 
east of Pices tb« Pishes, tinder fa- 
vorable seeing conditions 
one can 
make out four of his moons with a 
good opera glass or field glass. A 
small, cheap telescope even will show 
them distinctly.' To the naked eye 
Jupiter looks much like a star (we 
differentiate 
between

planets, 
which are members of the Sun's fam- 
ily, and the stellar luminaries, which 
are not) though, indeedt brighter tiaa 
any of them, being six times as bright 
as Vega, which itself Is a good second 
to Siriu9, the very brightest oi all the 
stars.
